To: Diana Daniels, New Bedford, Massachusetts 

Your very interesting letter is appreciated, 

Diana, as well as your interest — and that of 
your friends Joyce, Judy, Helen and Stella 
— in Indian affairs. The particular Chirics- 
hua Apache you name was probably one of 
the important war chiefs, as distinguished 
from the tribal chief of the Apaches Flow- 
ever, if he wore a jacket that reminded you 
of a soldier's uniform jacket, it may be that 
he was one of the Army scouts. Many 
Apaches served with the U. S. Cavalry dur- 
ing the campaigns against Geronimo, Nana 
and others. There is no record of a Bartelda 
in our files. 

You and your friends may be interested in 
writing for a pamphlet on The Apache In- 
dian distributed by the Denver Art Museum. 
It ia leaflet No. 16. Address your request to 
Denver Art Museum, 1300 Logan Street 
Denver 3, Colorado. There is a charge of fif- 
teen cents. I am sure the museum will also 
send you an order list, so that you can really 
stock up on Indian lore, for they have close 
to two hundred such leaflets, on various In- 
dian subjects. 

You may also find these books interesting 
for further reading: Social Organization of 
the Western Apache, by Goodwin; The 
Apache Indians, by Prank Lockwood; Death 
on Horseback, by Paul Wellman. 

To r Claire Jack, Ottawa, Ontario, Canada 

I would suggest you write the Bureau of 
American Ethnology for a list of Indian res- 
ervations. Inasmuch as you are interested in 
Indian matters, perhaps you would also like 
to write to the Denver Art Museum. Please 
see the above letter for the address. A book 
I am sure you would enjoy reading is Crazy 
Horse, by Mari Sandoz, which is beautifully 
written and full of information about the 
Sioux Indians.

You will find the words to the song, "The 
Strawberry Roan," in a book titled "A Treas- 
ury of Western Folklore." on page 757, This 



book was printed by Crown Puolishers, New 
York, and appeared in 1951, I am sure your 
library can locate-a copy of the book for you. 

To : David Gusky, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 

The fiercest Indian tribe of the west was 
probably the Apache, if we speak of cruelty 
and hate. However, the Sioux and the Chey- 
enne and the Comanche were among the 
fiercest of the fighting tribes (the Apache 
was a guerrilla lighter, attacking from am- 
bush, mostly), The Nez Perec, under Chiet 
Joseph, also defeated several armies sent 
against them. 

The Indians' very rarely used poison on 
their arrowheads. You are probably thinking 
of some South American Indian tribes who 
smear curare on their arrows. 

To: Johnny Derr, Lansing. Michigan 

The western towns seen in the movies are 
"props." They do not exist except for the 
purpose of making moving pictures. Some 
ranches out west have developed a good bus- 
iness by building false towns, and by leasing 
these picturesque towns and surrounding 
countryside to the movies. 

To: Carmeleda Payne, Dustin, Oklahoma 

The term "earing down" refers to the ac- 
tion of grasping a horse by its ears and hold- 
ing its head down to permit a rider to mount 
up into the saddle. Obviously, the horse so 
"eared down" is a wild one, or mustang. 

To : Jack Schoeffel, New York, N. Y. 

The movies hire expert shots to shoot real 
bullets against building walls and pieces of 
furniture so that you sec the splinters fly as 
the bullet strikes. However, a good many of 
these startling shots are the result oE optical 
illusion by which the movies fool us, and en- 
tertain us at the same time. 

Annie Oakley was a very remarkable shot. 
The chances are that in a target match, she 
would have outshot Jesse James. Some of 
the feats attributed to her and her skill with

Although no record has been kept, it is ex 
tremely probable that Buffalo Bilt Cody 
killed more Indians than Wild Bill Hickok. 
for Cody often fought against Indians, while 
Hickok was a town marshal, a taw man. and 
ran into them only rarely. However, it is 
known that Wild Bill Hickok did fight with 
and kill a certain number of Indians. 

Joe Slade, known as the "terror of the 
overland trail," was hung in Virginia City, 
Nevada, by a party of Vigilantes. He is sup 
posed to have killed more than twenty men 
in his time, 

Jesse James was 4c if led by Bob Ford in 
1882. Now and then men appear who claim 
to be Jesse James, but the real Jesse died 
severity years ago. 

We have discussed Billy the Kid so often 
that I am sure the other readers of Red- 
mask's Cave would not care to re-read it. He 
is supposed to have killed 21 men, a man for 
each year of his life, for he was shot and 
killed when only 21 years old. He was left- 
handed, 

The members of the Jesse James gang 
were: J esse, his brother Frank; John, Bob, 
James and Cole Younger, Bill Stiles, Cletl 
Miller and Charles Pitta. 

Calamity Jane died of natural causes. She 
is buried close by the grave of Wild Bill 
Hickok. 

The fastest man on the draw in the old 
west wag Wild Bill Hickok. He was closely 
followed by John Wesley Hardin and Wyatt 
Earp. In the accuracy of his shooting Hickok 
stood alone. Tales that have come down to us 
of the things he could do with a sixshooter 
denote the fact that this peculiar genius be- 
longed to him alone. It is a good thing that 
he was a lawman and not an outlaw, for he 
kept peace and law on the frontier with his 
Colts.
